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Discussions regarding MAP continue

Town council is 
continuing talks with 
the Municipal Area 
Partnership (MAP) 
after the group asked 
town councils to dis¬ 
cuss among themselves 
where they see the part¬ 
nership heading in the 
future. 

The 
Municipal 
Area 
Partnership 
is an advi¬ 
sory board 
to Mountain 
View County 
and the six 
urban munici¬ 
palities locat¬ 
ed within it. 
Municipal 
members pro¬ 
vide recom¬ 
mendations 
to each of the 
six participat¬ 
ing councils 
for their con¬ 
sideration. 

At the last meeting, 
members commented 
that there was a lack of 
mist between members, 
said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“There’s reason - and 
there’s no douht - there 
are trust issues between 
municipalities and cer¬ 
tain individuals, and so 
we’re saying, how do we 
work past that’’" said 
Wittal. 

He said things were 
going pretty well for 
MAP in the past, but the 
dynamics changed after 
the last election, due 
to new people and new 
ideas. “There’s a num¬ 
ber of them that think 
that now they want to 
deal with their prob¬ 
lems one on one (with 
the county). Well yeah, 
there are some unique 
problems and issues 
between towns and the 
county that they need 
to deal with, hut over¬ 
all what we’re saying Ls 
things should be consis¬ 
tent, that’s why we came 


up with the MOAs and 
IDPs.” 

The Memorandums of 
Understanding (MOAs) 
and Intermunicipal 
Development Plans 
(IDPs) were developed 
through MAP so that 
funding and policies 
would be consistent with 
each municipality within 
the county being treated 
equally, he noted. 

“Whereas 
in the past, 
some towns 
were being 
given prefer¬ 
ential treat¬ 
ment when 
dealing with 
their issues 
one on one 
with the 
county,” he 
added. 

“Fairness 
is all we ask 
for - pay your 
fair share 
and treat us 
equally - and 
we finally got 
to that point 
with our first MOA, and 
there’s been some funda¬ 
mental and philosophi¬ 
cal differences coming 
from different individu¬ 
als at the county as to 
how this should go in the 
future.” 

It has been frustrating 
when there have been 
discussions regarding 
disbanding MAP or scal¬ 
ing it back to only meet¬ 
ing quarterly because 
some feel it is a “use¬ 
less group,” he said. “It 
makes it very frustrat¬ 
ing when you see where 
we were three years 
ago - when we’re getting 
the Premier’s Award of 
Excellence for coopera¬ 
tion and collaboration 
amongst municipalities. 

“We put a lot of work 
into it and we’ve gotten 
a long ways and done 
some good things and 
we’re still working on 
those things right now.” 

He said the next elec¬ 
tion may change the per¬ 
spectives of MAP mem¬ 


ber groups by bringing in 
new faces and ideas. 

“But each of the munic¬ 
ipalities is going to have 
to decide whether they 
see that value in MAI’ 
as us working at this 
toget her collat>orat ively 
or not...and right now 
I’m just not sure that we 
have the support of the 
municipalities involved 
to continue with all of 


this,” he noted. 

“Everyone’s got their 
opinions on things. Some 
are louder than others, 
and some of them are 
just wrong - according to 
my opinion - hut we have 
to try to work through 
those things.” 

He said Didshury’s 
town council supports 
the ideals of MAP com¬ 
pletely, and that council 


is going to try to use 
the last few months left 
before the election to try 
and iron out some of the 
issues if possible. 

“It’s June already, 
and most councils take 
August off, then you got 
September and the elec¬ 
tion, so we don’t have a 
lot of time. 

“We believe in what 
MAP is doing and we still 


support the process that 
we’re doing and we wish 
to move it forward,” he 
said. “I’ve always been 
of the mind that we need 
to focus and work on 
what it is that MAP was 
started for, which is the 
MOAs and the IDPs, and 
getting those documents 
in place for cooperation 
amongst the municipali¬ 
ties."

The Students and 
Seniors Sharing (SASS) 
program at Aspen Ridge 
Ix>dge wrapped up late 
last month, and this was 
the program’s ninth year 
of facilitating friendship 
between area students 
and seniors. 

Georgina Daub, who 
volunteers for Didsbury 
Seniors Support Services 
and coordinates SASS 
visits, said the program 
recruits students from 
Grade 5 and up to vol¬ 
unteer for weekly after¬ 
school visits at the lodge. 

The program has been 


running for nine years, 
said Daub, and in that 
time has become a part 
of the routine in both the 
lodge and the schools. 

“They know when to 
expect me to come in 
looking for students, so 
it just shows it’s a long¬ 
term program, the inter¬ 
est has stayed up, and I 
think that says a lot for 
a program when it can 
stay in place that long," 
said Daub. 

She keeps track of 
volunteer hours, and 
based on personal per¬ 
formance, the students 
can also earn reference 
letters for scholarships, 
post-secondary applica¬ 


tions and jobs. 

“And we’ve had stu¬ 
dents that have done it 
for a number of years. 
We’ve also had siblings 
of students who have 
done it in previous years 
have joined as soon as 
they were old enough. So 
they’re obviously going 
home with a good report 
and enjoying it, making 
the siblings want to join 
in as soon as they can,” 
she noted. 

Usually there are 10-12 
students who take part, 
visiting with approxi¬ 
mately the same number 
of seniors on Wednesday 
afternoons, she said.

but they kind of pair up 
as we go on through the 
year,” she said. 

“A student ended up 
calling one Grandma B., 
and they just get really 
close by the end of the 
year.” 

Though the seniors 
do socialize with each 
other, Bell said because 
many of them grew up 
in big families, they have 
a certain soft spot for 
children. 

She hopes the pro¬ 
gram continues for many 
years, and added that 
Carstairs is looking at 
starting up a similar pro¬ 
gram.

The Redford government says its $50-million plan 
to bring family care clinics (FTVs) to 24 communi¬ 
ties is great news for Alberta, bringing up-to-date, 
24-hour-a-day health-care services to many residents. 

“Our government made a 
commitment to Albertans that 
we would increase access 
to primary health care, and 
we are doing just that," said 
Premier Alison Redford. 

“We are working with phy¬ 
sicians and other health-care 
providers on how primary 
care evolves in the future, 
and part of that work is mov¬ 
ing forward with Family Care 
Clinics. Today is the next step 
in fulfilling our commitment.” 

Whether Albertans should 
be pleased or wary of 
Redford’s clinic plans remains to be seen. What is 
certain is that clinics are not and never will be ade¬ 
quate replacements for well-equipped, well-staffed 
modem hospitals. 

The new stand-alone clinics will be staffed by 
health workers who will provide non-emergency 
primary health-care services, such as diagnosis and 
treatment of illness, screening, immunization, health 
promotion, chronic disease prevention and man¬ 
agement. and links to other health and community 
agencies. 

The towns and cities selected to have new clinics 
were deemed to have “the greatest need for improved 
access to primary health care, and are considered to 
be ready and have the capacity to implement an 
FCC," said Redford. 

Although Red Deer and Sylvan Lake are among the 
communities getting new FC’Cs, no towns or villages 
in Mountain View County are on the list. 

Liberal Leader R;q Sherman says the government’s 
FCC plans leave important questions unanswered. 

“Alberta Liberals have always supported multi¬ 
disciplinary, coordinated primary care," says 
Sherman. “My concern, however, is that the Redford 
Conservatives will cannibalize other parts of the 
health-care system to staff and fund these proposed 
FCCs. 

“Without adequate funding for front-line staff, cuts 
will be needed to make these FCCs happen. This was 
a feel-good announcement, but that's all it is until 
Alison Redford engages in meaningful and respect¬ 
ful consultation with doctors and other health-care 
workers.” 

Wildrose health critic Heather Forsyth added: 
“We are disappointed at the lack of information and 
details coming from this government about the total 
cost of the clinics." 

Albertans, no matter where they live, are right to 
insist that tin* Redford government provide acces¬ 
sible quality medical services - whether it’s in big 
cities or small rural towns, Alberta health care must 
be for all Albertans. 

As such, while the new FCCs are good news for 
the cities and towns involved, residents in the many, 
many other communities left off the list, including 
those in West Central Alberta, are right to insist that 
their health needs are also met in a timely fashion.

Re: Minor hockey ice scheduling 


Please accept this letter in response to a letter 
published in the June 4 edition from Dan F'elker in 
regards to the Didsbury arena and ice scheduling. 

The scheduling of ice during the winter months 
is a balancing act for the Town of Didsbury, one 
that begins in April each year. We host an annual 
meeting with all our mqjor users to discuss their 
needs for the upcoming season, and to facilitate 
cooperation amongst the user groups for ice needs 
in the fall. It is also an opportunity for the ice users 
to bring forward any issues they might be facing 
and possible changes to their schedules or tourna¬ 
ments. All ice requests are submitted to the Town of 
Didsbury by June each year and a tentative sched¬ 
ule is complete by mid July, with a final schedule 
completed by mid-August. 

For all our nuyor users (minor hockey, figure 
skating, house league, Mountainview Colts, Rocky 
Mountain Athletic Association and our adult 
leagues) we enter into block hooking agreements. 
This gives our local users large blocks of guaran- 
teed, dedicated ice time at the arena. F]ach user 
then schedules their block bookings based on needs 
for each level of hockey or figure skating within 
their own organization. The Town of Didsbury is 
in no way responsible for the number of ice times 
available for each of these levels within the block 
bookings. That is maintained by each user’s ice 


scheduler. 

Although minor hockey may be one of the big¬ 
gest users of ice at the Didsbury Arena, they are 
not our only user. The Town of Didsbury works 
hard to make this process equitable to all organi¬ 
zations using the arena, and there are times that 
some groups may receive a little less ice than they 
requested in order to accommodate all users as a 
whole. Prime-time ice is limited ami m much as ■. 
we would like to, we cannot create more hours in 
the evenings or on the weekends. We do, however, 
offer reduced rates on non-prime ice times, such as 
our morning hours. This may be an option for your 
organization. 

Many of our user groups are growing each season, 
indicating that more and more families are choosing 
to participate in organized sports. Unfortunately, 
our facility isn’t growing at this time, making it very 
difficult to accommodate all user needs for the main 
ice surface. The main ice is booked solid with local 
users, Monday to Friday, from 3:45-9:30 p.m. at the 
earliest, or 11:30 p.m. at the latest, and weekends 
from 7:15-10 p.m. We do have some flexibility on the 
leisure ice surface, but because it is not regulation 
size, it seems to be a less desirable surface for our 
users.

Visiting the Kibera Slums 


After breakfast on the first 
morning we were in Nairobi, 
Kenya, we headed out to 
spend the day in the Kibera 
slums. 

The Kibera slums have the 
dubious distinction of being 
the largest slum in Africa, and 
one of the largest slums in the 
world. It holds around a mil¬ 
lion people, five kilometres 
from the centre of Nairobi. 

It’s divided into various vil¬ 
lages and has existed in one 


form or another since the early 1900s. The set¬ 
tlers are there illegally, as Kenya doesn’t officially 
acknowledge the settlement. 

Because of this, there are no basic services like 
schools, clinics, and water or sanitation facilities, 
except that which is provided by private organiza¬ 
tions and charities. 

The slums are heavily polluted by garbage, soot, 
mud, and human and animal feces, due to the open 
sewage system and the ‘flying toilets.’ As there are no 
toilet facilities, people will use plastic garbage bags 
to store their excrement and fling them out into the 
alleyways.

The Didsbury ATB 
wrapped up its annual 
Teddy for a Toonie cam¬ 
paign, which brought 
in a combined total of 
$6,140 to be donated to 
children’s hospitals in 
the province, accord¬ 
ing to Ashley Edwards, 
a Customer Service 
Representative who 
organized this years’ 
events for the branch. 

All the money raised 
goes to both the Alberta 
Children’s Hospital in 
Calgary and the Stollery 
Children’s Hospital in 
Edmonton, she said, 
noting that the prov¬ 
incewide campaign by 
ATB was aiming to gar¬ 
ner about $880,000 total 
donations this year. 

She added that ATB 
directs the funds to 
different departments 


within the hospitals 
every year, and that each 
branch decides how to 
raise its own money. 

“Every branch gets to 
do whatever they want, 
like barbecues, golf tour¬ 
naments and silent auc¬ 
tions,” said Edwards, 
noting that her branch 
chose to do a silent auc¬ 
tion, barbecue, bottle 
drive, raffle, and teddy 
bear sales. 

“It’s gone really well. 
We had huge commu¬ 
nity support with the 
bottle drive and raffle 
tickets and had a lot of 
local businesses donate 
towards the silent auc¬ 
tion.” 

They sold out all of 
the raffle tickets for a 
patio set within a cou¬ 
ple of weeks of starting 
the charity drive, and 
the branch ran out of 
room for the silent auc¬ 
tion items because there 


were so many donations, 
she added. 

She said everybody is 
connected in some way 
to the children’s hos¬ 
pitals, either through 
family or friends, and 
that they provide an 
important service to 
Albertans. 

“There’s a lot of fami¬ 
lies in Didsbury that have 
used or are using the chil¬ 
dren’s hospitals, so it’s a 
big, big thing here...My 
daughter lived there for 
four months when she 
was bom, so it’s a very 
important thing to me 
too,” she said. 

The branch sold about 
40 silent auction items, 
and she said the branch 
would like to thank the 
whole community for all 
their support. 

“We sold out every¬ 
thing we had - it was the 
best year we’ve had,” she 
added.

Town officials will be 
pressuring Mountain 
View County to pony up 
its share of the memo¬ 
rial complex heating 
and ventilating system 
(HVAC) replacement 
costs that to date have 
gone unpaid. 

Council was expecting 
the county to pitch in 
$148,000, which is about 
a third of the cost of 
the $400,000 unit, said 
Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“Because it was what 
we call a capital main- 


county officials, coun¬ 
cil hasn’t gotten much 
of an answer on split¬ 
ting the cost, so council¬ 
lors asked Wittal at the 
last council meeting on 
May 28 to discuss this 
with county officials and 
come to an agreement 
on payment. 

He noted that council 
is currently in the pro¬ 
cess of reviewing the 
MOA, which was one of 
the initiatives that came 
out of the Municipal 
Area Partnership (MAP). 

“We're reviewing our 
MOA right now, which 
we’re supposed to do 


drags on for another 
year and then the new 
members have to review 
everything and go back 
in the history of it, and 
it’s going to take them 
forever," he said.

Once CAO Roy Brown 
is back from holidays, 
he and Wittal are hoping 
to start discussions with 
county officials and see 
if they can come to an 
agreement, he noted. 

“If they have some 
issues with it, let’s dis¬ 
cuss it and figure it out, 
and let’s follow the 
process instead of just 
delaying it,” he said. 

“Because too often 
that’s what happens 
- it gets put on the 
back burner, delayed, 
and forgot about, and 
when you’re talking 


those kinds of dollars, 
we could be using that 
money for other things.” 

He said if this is an 
issue in the MOA then 
this is something that 
needs to be discussed 
and addressed in the 
MOA. 

“And by doing that 
now and getting it in 
place and the new MOA 
approved, it will make 
it better for the next 
council when they have 
those situations and they 
don’t have to continue to 
do this debate back and 
forth.”

An individual who left their vehicle 
parked at the Burnt Timber campsite 
area who had been having issues with 
other campers in the area discovered 
their front driver’s side window and 
rear driver’s side window smashed out 
sometime on June 1 before 2 p.m. 

“A piece of wood was left inside the 
vehicle, and a wallet was stolen,” said 
Jacobson. 

Police are seeking anyone who may 
have information to come forward. 

Bail scam 

An elderly resident of Water Valley 
was defrauded of $3,000 by a person 
claiming to be their grandson on June 
1, police report. 

The resident, who reported the 
crime at 8 a.in. the following morn¬ 
ing, said someone called claiming to 
be their imprisoned grandson, and 
requested ( $;^,Q00 for hail, said .Sgt. 
Jeff Jacobson of the Didsbury RCMP 
detachment. 


The resident then wired the money 
through Western Union, only to speak 
with their actual grandson later and 
discover he had not been the one who 
had called or requested the funds, said 
Jacobson. 

Often, the caller will explain (hey 
are overseas or out of province, 
Jacobson explained. 

“If someone is calling up claiming 
to he in jail and needing money to 
get out, 1 would recommend calling 
police of jurisdiction and find out if it 
is indeed true," he said. 

Jacobson also suggested contacting 
one’s own relatives to confirm the 
location of whomever the caller is 
pretending to he. 

The culprits of these despicable 
crimes target the elderly, he said, some 
of which cannot recognize voices or 
understand that the caller is trying to 
dupe them. 

Bank card theft 

Two individuals who used bank 
cards at a business in Carstairs 
between May 15 and June 1 had finan¬ 
cial information skimmed from their 
cards and used to make purchases 
elsewhere, police report. 

Criminals are most likely switching 
out the point of sale systems without 
the business owners realizing through 
distraction tactics, said Jacobson. 

“Always be aware of where your 
card is,” said Jacobson. 

Police are still investigating the mat¬ 
ter, and noted there may be other 
victims who have not realized they are 
missing funds yet. 


RV theft 

Police provided some more informa¬ 
tion and a photo of a travel trailer that 
was stolen in the area two weeks ago. 

Jacobson said a rear fender of the 
trailer Ls dented, and the RV may have 
a Western RV decal on the rear. 


The trailer Ls a 2007 Jayco JayFeather, 
with licence plate X06044 and police are 
asking anylxxly who may have seen this 
trailer in transit to relay any information 
to them directly at the Didsbury RCMP 
or Crime Stoppers at 1-800-222-TIPS.
